Snider's  73-74  wrestling 
squad  was  the  most  successful 
in  Panther  history.  After  an  un- 
defeated season  and  obtaining 
the  SAC  championship,  the 
team  went  on  to  become  Sec- 
tional and  Regional  champions. 

It  was  in  individual  perfor- 
mances, however,  that  the  team 
will  be  remembered.  The 
Panther  squad  produced  three 
Sectional  champs  in  Carl 
McBride,  Kevin  Sibery,  and  Rob 
Goshert.  Rob  and  Carl  repeated 
the  feat  in  Regionals,  as  Paul 
Vlterisi  also  accomplished  the 
task  and  became  part  of  the 
largest  group  Snider  has  ever 
sent  to  the  State  meet. 

The  greatest  triumph 
belonged  to  Rob  Goshert. 
Climaxing  an  unprecedented 
27-0  season  record  and  Sec- 
tional and  Regional  cham- 
pionships, Rob  became  the  first 
State  champion  in  Snider's,  as 
well  as  Fort  Wayne's  history,  by 
defeating  all  opponents  in  the 
185  lb.  class  competition.
